The dispatch from Albany said 
that the story was told in secret 
session and will be given at a 
public hearing Saturday when the 
witness will testify before the sub­ 
com m ittee.

Beeso n And The Wo lv es 
When Albert C. Beeson, a West Coast indus­ 
trial relations director, was appointed to Na­ 
tional Labor Relations Board last January 7, no 
one could see what was coming . 
Beeson would have backed away if he had 
known what was ahead. 
The wolves of the opposition 
in the U S. 
Senate decided to tear Beeson to pieces as a 
demonstration of power. They concentrated on 
his reluctance to g ive up his pension rig hts 
from hi.s employ er as a condition for serving 
on NLRB. 
They tied him up in confusion when he was 
underg oing their inq uisition. They accused him 
of prevarication when his answers revealed in­ 
consistencies which he per.sonally ex plained 
were the result of his confusion. 
They attempted to lay down a principle that 
no citizen could be assumed to be an impartial 
member of NLRB if he ever had represented 
the employ ers’ side of the issue between unions 
and manag ement. They tried to make it ap­ 
pear that a conflict of interest would ensue if 
an appointee retained pension rig hts with a 
private employ er while working for the g overn­ 
ment. 
This was outrag eous, because Beeson at 47 
has no intention of making a career of bureau­ 
cracy and intends to return to private enter­ 
prise. 
His confirmation finally was voted Thursday , 
45 to 42 — a party -line vote, with three Demo­ 
crats coming over to the Republican side to 
make a majority . There is no reason why 
Bec.son should not be an impartial member of 
NLRB. But he has learned in his first brush 
with Washing ton that impartiality is a q uality 
imported from the outside. There is none among 
the insiders. 


Reinemberin^ The Ma ine 
The twinkle in the ey e of an editorial sanctum 
visitor the other day belied his statement that 
he was a veteran of the Spanish-American 
War. But that was the reason for his visit. 
Feb, 15 this y ear had been the 56th anniver­ 
sary of the sinking of the Maine in Havana Har­ 
bor, he pointed out. In historic hindsig ht, this 
event made war with Spain inevitable, thoug h 
in fact the trag edy temporarily cooled off the 
war fever which had been building up to a 
climax . When war was declared, on April 24. 
18 98 , Spain declared it first, not the U ni t e d 
States. 
Our visitor thoug ht the “forg otten war’* should 
be remembered. Its survivors are now 8 0 y ears 
old on the averag e and dwindling fast. They 
will soon be g one But to them their war is 
Important. 
It revealed the key role of naval power in 
a nation with two long sea coasts. It caused the 
Panama Canal to be constructed. It rid the 
seas of the last remnants of Spanish domina­ 
tion. marked the United States as the defender 
of freedom in two hemispheres and laid the 
foundations of thoug ht and policy on which the 
United States built its prestig e as a major 
force in international affairs. 
Our visitor declined the invitation to reveal 
his own ag e but had one more claim to en­ 
ter in behalf of remembering this war most 
Americans have forg otten. It was the only war. 
he as.serted, which produced a net g ain for the 
United States. It lasted from April 24 to Aug .

True, the FBI is constantly in­ 
tercepting infiltration ex perts try ­ 
ing to worm their way into the 
atomic and hy drog en installations, 
but while the country believes that 
the Soviet underg round is making 
the Atomic Energ y Commission 
and our jet and electronic plants 
their top objectives, they actually 
are concentrating on a new “prime 
targ et” while we look 
another 
way . 


THE FBI CHIEF recenUy told 
cong ressmen in a well-g uarded ses- j 
« ion that the “prime targ et” for ' 
the Communist party now is “par­ 
ticularly the automobile industry .” 
Which means the CIO’s auto un­ 
ion. as well. 
Our own counter - espionag e and 
internal intellig ence chief reported 
that this targ et was selected at a 
secret national Communist confer­ 
ence held last Aug ust. 
Edg ar Hoover’s own 
w o r ds 
were: 
“ In reg ard to the infiltration of 
labor, the Communists reg ard la­ 
bor unions as instruments to be 
controlled and used to develop the 
Communist revolution. 
“ A national conference held in 
Aug ust (1953> . . . of the Commu­ 
nist party reaffirmed their time- 
honored premise tiiat control of 
the labor union is of primary im­ 
portance to the development of 
the Communist revolution in this 
country . 
“They desig nated, particularly , 
the automobile industry as being 
the prime targ et because it is well 
known that it is one of the most 
vital 
industries to 
our 
national 
defense pnx iuction.” 
Having just traveled throug h the 
auto belt, I can understand why 
the Communist apparatus is send­ 
ing its people into areas like this 
one. 


IN SOUTH BEND, for ex ample, 
after talking to Studebaker presi­ 
dent H. S. Vance, I learned that 
the company has had to cut back 
from a wartime hig h of 18 ,000 em­ 
ploy es to its traditional, famous 


skilled force of 12.000 or slig htly 
less. 


THIS LEAVES some 6,000 y oung ­ 
er men at Studebaker alone seek­ 
ing jobs, restless and perhaps po­ 
litically ex ploitable. They were the 
newcomers who joined the steady , 
home - owning skilled working 
force. 
Throug hout this industry 
sooner or later they had to g o— 
in South Bend, in Detroit and in 
every other area where defense 
orders have been slashed. 
Mr. Vance, and other industri­ 
alists. point out that the auto in­ 
dustry is basically healtiiy . In the 
nex t decade there must 1:» a turn­ 
over purchase of some 60,000,000 
automobiles. But the nex t y ear will 
see adjustments — and lay offs— 
across the industry . That’s what 
the Communist underg round is un­ 
der orders to ex ploit. 
So it is, according to the top G- 
man, that the Communist party 
told 65 per cent of its New York 
members to g o out and try and 
find jobs, even now, in the basic 
industries across the land. 
Instructions w'ere issued for the 
reorg anization of the Communist 
party in Los Ang eles recently , for 
ex ample. The series of five - man 
cells were told to org anize on an 
industrial basis and party mem­ 
bers 
w'ere 
directed 
to 
s h i f t 
their jobs — find work in the basic 
industries - there. Throug hout a l l 
this, special emphasis has been 
placed on securing jobs in t h e 
auto union's field. 


THUS THEY could propag andize 
for violent demonstrations of un­ 
employ ed and still be set to disrupt 
production in these plants—which 
would “materially affect our na­ 
tional defense,” according to Mr. 
Hoover. 
This tactic, and their hold on 
those unions ex pelled from t h e 
CIO in 1949, still “poses a major 
and dang erous threat to our na­ 
tional security .” Mr. Hoover es­ 
timated. 
Therefore, it seems to me that it 
is g ood news to report that I have 
just learned here that the House 
; Un-American Activities Commit­ 
tee is g oing into Michig an on 
’ March 29. 
The committee wiU probe three 
cities. Two of these investig ations 
and series of hearing s will ex pose 
concentrations of Communists in 
the Detroit and Flint auto plants. 
The committee also wiU g o after 
the apparatus in Lansing . 
I learn that subpenas have been 
handed to some men in the Brig g s 
and Ford Auto Locals and to some 
operators in F li n t’s Chevrolet, 
Buick and AC Spark Plug plants.

Ma nio n’s Firing Needs Full Ex pla na tio n 


Freedom of speech for g overn­ 
ment officials has been dealt an­ 
other crushing blow — this time 
by President Eisenhower himself, 
who 
ordered 
Clarence 
Manion, 
chairman of the Commission on 
Interg overnmental Relations, dis­ 
missed 
without 
a 
hearing 
and 
without specify ing any cause of 
removal. 
It was leaked in some news dis­ 
patches about three w e e k s ag o 
that the White House didn’t like 
Manion’s views on the proposed 
Bricker amendment and was plan­ 
ning to “fire” him. 
Only three month.s ag o the Pres­ 
ident was telling his press con­ 
ference that g overnment employ es 
would not be dismissed without a 
chance to confront their accusers 
and that he would not put the 
stig ma of dismissal on any one un­ 
til there had been ample oppor­ 
tunity for the accused to know 
the charg es made ag ainst him. 
Clarence Manion, former dean of 
the law school of Notre Dame, was 
g iven no such opportunity . He was 
called to the White House by Sher­ 
man Adam% presidential 
assist­ 
ant, on FebRiary 12 and told that 
he oug ht to resig n. When pressed 
for reasons. Adams said the mat­ 
ter had already been decided and 
there was no use g oing into that 
subject. 


IT WAS INTIMATED that some 
of the members of the commis­ 
sion were dissatisfied and wanted 
the action taken, but no particu­ 
lars as to the identity of these 
persons were g iven. 
When Manion returned to the 
commission for its reg ular meet­ 
ing on Wednesday of this week and 
told the members what had hap­ 
pened, several ex pressed indig na­ 
tion and a resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted which ex pressed 
confidence in Manion and reg ret 
that he had resig ned. 
Manion, who was for 25 y ears 
professor of constitutional law at 
Notre Dame University , was ap­ 
pointed last Aug ust to be chair­ 
man of the commission to study 
federal and state and municipal 
relations. 
He told the President he would 
have to keep some speaking 
g ag ements during the term of his 
service. 
Manion’s views on the Bricker 
amendment were well known at 
the time, as he was one of t h e 
orig inators of the movement 
to 
amend the Constitution to prevent

abu.se of the treaty -making power^ 
He has since continued to ex press', 
his views, but he eng ag ed in 
n o \\ 
other activities, such as contacts 
ing senators or making speeches 
on the Bricker amendment, which 
in any way were related to his 
work on the Interg overnmental 
Commission. 
The 
commission’s 
work is larg ely of a leg al research 
nature. 


MANION IS convinced an at­ 
tempt was made to punish him 
solely for the views he ex pressed 
on the Bricker amendment. It’s a 
form of “thoug ht control” which 
many “liberals” have been in­ 
veig hing ag ainst as they arg ue 
that dissent has been frowned on 
by g overnment and that a man is 
penalized nowaday s for honest ex ­ 
pressions of opinion. 
Certainly it seems on its face 
to be a palpable attempt to se­ 
cure 
“ conformity ” 
of 
thoug ht, 
which lately has been denounced 
by “liberal” spokesmen as a phase 
of dictatorship. 
Because Manion happens to fav­ 
or the Bricker amendment, it is 
doubtful 
whether 
the 
so-called 
“liberals” on Capitol Hill will take 
up his cause and harass the Presi­ 
dent to g ive details, as they have 
been urg ing in connection with 
the demand for data on the 2.200 
security risks separated from g ov­ 
ernment service. 
What makes the case of Profes­ 
sor Manion so deplorable is 
that 
the White House knew his view­ 
point before he was appointed and 
knew also of his papers and ad­ 
dresses on leg al aspects of the 
Constitution. 
There are 25 members of the 
Interg overnmental Commission of 
which he was chairman, and they 
were selected, in accordance with 
an act of Cong ress, on a Bipar­ 
tisan basis. Manion was appointed 
as part of the Democratic j^rty 
g roup, thoug h he voted for Eisen­ 
hower in the last election, 


ON THE SAME commission, for 
ex ample, are Sen. Schoeppel, an 
outspoken supporter of the Bricker 
amendment, and Sen, Humphrey , 
an opponent of the amendment. 
There are other members of Con­ 
g ress on toe commission. Is it to 
be presumed that they are not to 
ex press their views on q uestions 
outside toe purview of the Inter­ 
g overnmental Commission’s work? 
ITicre are an the commission 
Gov. Shivers of Tex as and ex - 


Governor Battle of Virg inia. 
Would they be disq ualified from 
membership if they spoke before 
bar associations on the problem of 
states’ rig hts and limitations of 
ithe federal Constitution’ 
It is being said that the Presi­ 
dent has a rig ht to ex pect har­ 
monious ex pressions a nd active 
snipport from 
the 
members of 
the ex ecutive branch of the g ov­ 
ernment. 
The many spi*cial commissions 
being ‘appointtx l 
are temporary 
bodies to 
which 
are 
deleg ated 
specific tasks of g athering infor- 
msrtion. They are in no sense part 
of the policy -making departments 
of toe ex ecutive branch of the 
g overnment. 
It will be a sorry day for the 
White House if every time a per­ 
son accepts membership on a g ov­ 
ernmental commission 
he 
must 
consider himself g ag g ed from ex ­ 
pressing any views on all other 
subjects in which there is a public 
intere^. 


MANiON IS ONE of the leading 
ex poneiSts of states’ rig hts in the 
country and, when he was appoint­ 
ed last y ear, he said on leaving 
the White House that he was de­ 
lig hted tbat the president was in­ 
terested Ri revitalizing the consti­ 
tutional rig hts of the states. 
If Manitm's views on s t a t e s * 
rig hts in ahy way embarrassed the 
White Hoiise, this should have 
been taken into account when he 
was first aq ipointed and, if this 
was toe reasson for dismissal, or­ 
dinary 
countesy 
should 
req uire 
that he be toBd toat reason frank- 
ly - 
Eisenhower 
hitherto 
has 
not 
seemed the kind 
of 
man 
who 
would “fire” ' a g overnment em­ 
ploy e without a hearing .

Non-Political Administration Isn't Working 


Home Front Sabotage 
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Beeson And The W olves 


When Albert C. Beeson, a West Coast indus­ 
trial relations director, was appointed to N a­ 
tional Labor Relations Board last January 7, no 
one could see what was coming. 


Beeson would have backed away if he had 
known what was ahead. 


The wolves of the opposition 
in 
the 
U S. 
Senate decided to tear Beeson to pieces as a 
dem onstration of power. They concentrated on 
his reluctance to give up his pension rights 
from his em ployer as a condition for serving 
on NLRB. 
They tied him up in confusion when he was 
undergoing their inquisition. They accused him 
of prevarication when his answ ers revealed in­ 
consistencies 
which 
he 
personally 
explained 
were the result of his confusion. 
They attem pted to lay down a principle that 
no citizen could be assum ed to be an im partial 
m em ber of NLRB if he ever had represented 
the em ployers’ side of the issue between unions 
and m anagem ent. They tried to m ake it ap­ 
pear that a conflict of interest would ensue if 
an appointee retained pension rights with a 
private em ployer while working for the govern­ 
ment. 
This was outrageous, because Beeson at 47 
has no intention of m aking a career of bureau­ 
cracy and intends to return to private enter­ 
prise. 
His confirm ation finally was voted Thursday, 
45 to 42 — a party-line vote, with three Demo­ 
crats coming over to the Republican side to 
m ake a m ajority. There is no reason why 
Beeson should not be an im partial m em ber of 
NLRB. But he has learned in his first brush 
with Washington that im partiality is a quality 
im ported from the outside. There is none among 
the insiders. 


Remembering: The Maine 


The twinkle in the eye of an editorial sanctum 
visitor the other day belied his statem ent that 
he was a 
veteran of the Spanish-Am eriean 
War. But that was the reason for his visit. 
Feb. 15 this year had been the 56th anniver­ 
sary of the sinking of the Maine in Havana H ar­ 
bor. he pointed out. In historic hindsight, this 
event m ade w ar with Spain inevitable, though 
in fact the tragedy tem porarily cooled off the 
w ar fever which had been building up to a 
clim ax. When w ar was declared, on April 24. 
1898. Spain declared it first, not the U n i t e d 
States. 
Our visitor thought the “ forgotten w ar” should 
be rem em bered Its survivors are now 80 years 
old on the average and dwindling fast. They 
will soon be gone 
But to them their w ar is 
Im portant. 
It revealed the key role of naval power in 
a nation with two long seacoasts. It caused the 
Panam a Canal to be constructed. It rid the 
seas of the last rem nants of Spanish dom ina­ 
tion. m arked the United States as the defender 
of freedom in two hem ispheres and laid the 
foundations of thought and policy on which the 
United States built its prestige as a m ajor 
force in international affairs. 
Our visitor declined the invitation to reveal 
his own age but had one m ore claim to en­ 
ter in behalf of rem em bering this w ar m ost 
Am ericans have forgotten. It was the only w ar, 
he asserted, which produced a net gain for the 
United States. It lasted from April 24 to Aug. 
12. cost about a billion dollars, brought only 290 
battlefield casualties though m ore than 2.500 
deaths from disease and effectually disposed of 
Spain’s once - am bitious dream s of em pire 
while giving the United States Puerto Rico, 
Guam and the Philippines and giving Cuba its 
independence. 
Next year, on Feb 15. rem em ber the Maine!

tration becomes political, the Dem­ 
ocrats will win the 1954 election 
and possibly that of 1956. 


THAT 
IS VERY 
discouraging 
news to the Republicans, particu­ 
larly those who are im portant men 
in the new spapers but who have no 
way of cutting through the White 
House entourage to the President. 
They have no way of telling him 
the sim ple facts of political life as 
they see them. 
Next M arch, the Republicans are 
going to celebrate the 100th Anni­ 
versary of the founding of the par- j 
ty at Ripon. Wisconsin. This should 
be a lively affair, stirring this p ar­ 
ty to an emotional outpouring on 
the verge of a congressional cam ­ 
paign. 
Having a President in the White 
House, Republicans would like to 
have their President at Ripon de­ 
livering a m ajor address on the 
virtues of this party. It does not 
seem logical that so significant an 
event should be minus this lead­ 
ing personality. 
It is now understood that the 
President does not choose to go to 
so strictly a partisan affair, even 
though 
the 
enthusiasm 
kindled 
there m ight bestir his party to 
unity and victory. 
M any rum ors attend this deci­ 
sion, although I cannot vouch f o r 
the truth or falsity of any of them . 
Some say that he avoids Wiscon­ 
sin because it is the state of the 
redoubtable M cCarthy; others say 
that the decision was taken be­ 
cause of C. D. Jackson’s psycholog­ 
ical w arfare theory that the P resi­ 
dent should be above politics, a j 
m onum ental figure without a ped­ 
estal. 


OTHERS SAY that it is the P res­ 
ident’s disposition to avoid such oc­ 
casions, although all adm it that 
his im prom ptu 
address 
at t h e 
Lincoln Birthday box supper in 
Washington was an excellent per­ 
form ance, breathing sincerity and 
w arm th. 
In 
fact, it is- recognized that 
President Eisenhow er m akes a bet­ 
ter speech on his own than with 
the assistance of his speech-writ- 
ers, who are acclaim ed as very 
second rate. in no m anner equal 
to the ghosts employed by Roose­ 
velt and Trum an. 
When the President stands up to 
talk without even a note, out of 
lis own head and heart, it is usu­ 
ally a good speech, w hereas the 
m anufactured stuff, staff - w ritten.

THE FBI CHIEF recently told 
congressm en in a well-guarded ses­ 
sion that the “ prim e targ et” for 
the Communist party now is “ p ar­ 
ticularly the autom obile industry.’’ 
Which m eans the CIO’s auto un­ 
ion, as well. 
Our own counter - espionage and 
internal intelligence chief reported 
that this target was selected at a 
secret national Communist confer­ 
ence held last August. 
E dgar 
Hoover’s own 
w o r d s 
were; 
“ In regard to the infiltration of 
labor, the Com munists regard la­ 
bor unions as instrum ents to be 
controlled and used to develop the 
Com munist revolution. 
“ A national conference held in 
August 419531 . . . of the Commu­ 
nist party reaffirm ed their time- 
honored prem ise that control of 
the labor union is of p rim a ry im ­ 
portance to the developm ent of 
the Communist revolution in this 
country. 
“ They designated, particularly, 
the autom obile industry as being 
the prim e target because it is well

IN SOUTH BEND, for exam ple, 
after talking to Studebaker presi­ 
dent H. S. Vance.

Freedom of speech for govern­ 
m ent officials has been dealt an­ 
other crushing blow — this tim e 
by President Eisenhower himself,

without specifying any cause of 
rem oval. 
It was leaked in some news dis­ 
patches about three w e e k s ago 
that the White House didn't like 
M anion’s view’s on the proposed 
B ricker am endm ent and was plan­ 
ning to “ fire” him. 
Only three m onths ago the P res­ 
ident was telling his press con­ 
ference that governm ent employes 
would not be dism issed without a 
chance to confront their accusers 
and that he would not put the 
stigm a of dism issal on anyone un­ 
til there had been am ple oppor­ 
tunity for the accused to know 
the charges m ade against him. 
C larence Manion, form er dean of 
the law school of Notre Dame, was 
given no such opportunity. He was 
called to the White House by Sher­

ant, on FebA iarv 12 and told that 
he ought to resign. When pressed 
for reasons. Adams said the m at­ 
ter had already been decided and 
there was no use going into that 
subject.

WINDSOR, O nt J*—Sections off 
a six million fo lia r chemical plant 
on the banks of the Detroit River 
settled deeper today into a newly 
’created lake resulting from un­ 
derground cave-ins. 
P art of the old marshland on 
which 
the 
Canadian 
Industries 
Ltd , plant is built dropped at least 
22 feet with little warning yester­ 
day. swallowing two big buildings. 
Today the earth still crumbled. 
Cracks appeared in a two-year-old 
(office building of the adjacent Can- 
I adian Salt Co., an indication the 
foundation was settling. Workers 
(cleared all records and furniture 
out of the briek-and-concrete struc- 
i ture. 
The water-filled pit stretched 175 
yards from east to west and 125 
yards from north to south. The 
water level appeared the same as 
that of the Detroit River nearby 
and it was believed river water 
was seeping into the pit through 
salt crevices in the limestone for­ 
mation. 
A huge hydrogen tank on one 
end of a concrete slab listed eight 
inches early today. Observers said 
that if the tank toppled, an am ­ 
monia plant on the other end of 
the slab would go down as well. 
Other nearby structures included 
a four-story salt warehouse and 
buildings for producing chlorine. 
Officials said the entire roadway 
leading to the west end structure 
could drop away. 
Boxcars on a railway spur also 
were threatened. 
Two buildings were ruined in the 
initial collapse. A large warehouse 
all but vanished in the muddy 
water and a pump building settled 
to its rooftop with more than $10.- 
000 worth of equipment. 
H. L. Watts, an engineer at the 
adjacent property of the J. Clark 
Keith Steam Plant, said at the 
time; 
“ It s fantastic* Why the buildings 
are actually sinking as you watch 
them. I never saw anything like 
it.” 
The area was closed to sight­ 
seers. 
The 30-acre plant lies less than 
a mile from a 45 million dollar 
Ontario Hydro Commission steam- 
powered electric generating plant. 
Muffled explosions about noon 
yesterday warned CIL and Can­ 
adian Salt officials, who evacuated 
500 workers from the buildings im­ 
mediately affected, No one was 
injured.
